T’S an exceedingly difficult thing these days to 


keep track of the particular duties of the different 

film personalities that flash their way across tlie 
screen and disappear until their next picture. It scems 
that a star of 1925 vintage is either a comedian or he 
isn’. But what a shock and surprise to discover our 
old iriend from passion’s celluloid playground, Rudolpia 
Vaientino. on the verge of joining the ranks of the 
laugh makers! 

In his newest photoplay, “The Eagle,” at the 
Strand Theatre, there is a new Rudolph. Rather than 
the tempestuous lover, the smoldering volcano of flesh 
and blood, there is a mischievous Valentino, suave and 
smiling. Now—can we let this go on? Here was the 
same face and figure gorgeously bedecked in the latest 
fashions of Petrograd, and very nearly Siberia; but 
cutting up astonishing capers for our Rudy, when all 
the time magnificent Louise Dresser starved for his 
embraces and lovely Vilma Banky shared close-ups 
without great warmth until the very end of the picture, 
when Mr. Valentino turned the steam on with full 
force. In that moment every one got their money’s 
worth and went home satisfied.

In spite of the limitation to the story, Rudolph 
Valentino does exceedingly fine work and is welcome 
to the screen after too long an absence. He handles his 
subtle moments pleasantly, and his one fiery spurt is 
magnificently done. Vilma Banky is too beautiful for 
words, has plenty to do and does it gracefully, while 
Louise Dresser is gorgeous as the Czarina.

The French Minister of Public Instruction and 
Beaux-Arts, accompanied by the Governor of Algeria, 
has recently made an extended inspection of the arch 
aeological treasures thus revealed. 

For centuries these cities have been buried by the 
sands of the desert as effectually as Pompeii was over- 
whelmed by the eruption of Vesuvius.

Replies to Perplexed Amateurs 
By Victor Georg 
GREENFIELD, New York City—The prints 
you sent reveal a pleasing sense of compo- 
sition. The use of a sky-filter would have 
improved your work greatly. 

Carl Miller, Norfolk, Va.—The print received 
from you is only satisfactory as a record. The film 
was well timed, properly developed and printed. 

Arthur A. Warrick, Fort Sheridan, I1l.—You have 
an excellent negative of a difficult subject. When 
again printing from the negative space your print 
so that you get a straight horizon line. The picture 
otherwise is good. 

John J. Brunner, Mayville, N. Y.—The picture of 
your cat is nothing more than a mere record. The 
picture entitled “The Storm” would be improved if 
printed on paper less soft in grade of its emulsion. 

S. H. Kloss, Knoxville, Tenn.—The landscape pic- 
tures which you have submitted are nicely com- 
posed. Your own criticism as to composition tallies 
with mine. In making landscape pictures it is well 
to aim for what is known as “the third dimension.” 
All pictures have width and height and the “third 
dimension” is the distance from foreground to back- 
ground. It is the dimension that gives the “depth” 
to the picture, creating “atmosphere.” Definition 
in the background is not always desirable; a sug- 
gestion of detail in a print is something to be had 
rather than a thing “photographic.” In your print 
“The Bridge” you have the same degree of definition 
in the background that your print possesses in the 
middle ground, and, again, in the foreground. This 
produces flatness. Had you made your exposure 
with your lens wider open, focused upon the rocks 
in the foreground, and permittted the bridge to be 
less definite than the foreground, and the trees be- 
yond the bridge less definite than either of the 
other objects, you would have gained atmosphere in 
your picture which it does not now possess.

ing a far distant landscape, that is, a landscape view 
that is a mile or more from the camera, we expose 
for the distance. The problem to solve in distance 
landscape work is the securing of contrast between 
the tones. The further away the subject is the less 
will be the visible contrast between the earth and the 
sky and landscape objects, and the less will be the 
contrast between the tones in the picture. Atmos- 
phere affects the securing of tone contrasts in dis- 
tant landscape work. The haze that is often seen in 
the distance is caused by moisture and dust. Fog or 
mist is the result of comparatively large water par- 
ticles in the air. In clear Summer weather the haze 
suspended in the air is seen as a bluish haze in the 
distance; the dust and moisture suspended in the air 
between the camera and the objects a few hundred 
feet away being barely noticeable. It is desirable to 
secure a contrast of tones to obtain the dimension 
of distance, and to do so we must separate the colors 
that affect the waves of light. We know that light 
consists of waves and that the different colors of 
light correspond to waves of different lengths. The 
longer waves are red and orange, green is a medium 
wave length and those of blue and violet are the 
shortest waves. Light waves that are shorter than 
violet are not yisible to the eye, but they do affect 
the photographic film. These shortest of all light 
waves are called the ultra-violet ray. It is the ultra- 
violet, the violet and the blue rays that are scattered 
by the particles of dust and moisture which we see as 
the bluish haze in the distance. These rays being 
the shortest are the most active and are called the 
actinic rays of light. They produce the first action 
chemically, that is, due to their greater activity they 
are the first light waves to affect the chemical com- 
position of the photographic film. If we remove 
these shorter light waves we shall get rid of most of 
the scattered light and can take the pictures by the 
green, red and yellow rays which penetrate the haze 
and are not scattered by it. The color filter absorbs 
the shorter light waves, thus cutting out the ultra- 
violet and violet rays so that the scattering effect 
is largely eliminated. Still more contrast can be 
secured by using filters of deeper yellow color, cut- 
ting out more of the ultra-violet and violet ravs of 
light. It is important that distance landscape scenes 
be not over-exposed, for this produces fhatnses pee 
thus reduces the contrast of tones. All such ex- 
posures must be fully developed.
